Thu iliveirtily of tastcu in nrchitccturo, tho 


gront variety of styles, and nt timoH the 
want of Btyle, iu tho cottagos of Newport, 
must strike every one who lives hero loug 
enough to become fnniiliar with tho lending 
ohnraGtorialicH of tho plfioo. 
It iH easy for 


one who is at alt familiar with the .subject to 
Hay tlmt ft design brought to hia notice came 
from Geneva, or Stuttgart, Naples, Madrid, 
or tho provincial towns of England; but in 
Newport all styles have found a footing BATO 
tho Moorish and tho Indian. 
This variety 


is anything but objectionable. 
Usually 


there in some marked feature in tho archi- 
tecture of p. neighborhood, and particularly 
iu tho older and nioro thickly RCtiled parts of 
n country. It ia eminently BO in Europe, 
and it is not without examples in America. 
Boston long hold to its bow fronts; Phila- 
delphia would not know itself without its 
marble stoops and close board ahntters ; and 
groat changes will he made in tho suburbs of 
New Ilavou when tho fiat roofs and their 
wide projecting oaves that reign there aro 
swept away. 


NEWPORT AEOHITEOTDRE. 


Tho IOTO of variety meets us everywhere, 


but in no place is it more conspicuous than 
in Newport. Hero may be found examples 
of all the types that have been popular 
during tho last two centuriog. Tho oldest 
structure of colonial times still standing, 
built in great part of Btono, is devoid of 
everything liko architectural effect—a rude 
rough wall, pierced with n few small win- 
dow0, covered with a gnmbrel roof, and 
with but an apology of a cornice. It bai 
Htood more than two centuries. 
Of houses 


of ft later date, of a hundred or n Imndrec 
aud fifty years ago, there aro two types, tmc 
of those many examples in a good state ol 
preservation may bo found, chiefly near tho 
water front, for it is only of late years thai 
tho hill has beou built upon extensively. 
Houses of this period, of tho better sort, 
are nearly Bqunro in form, with n hip-roof, 
in some instances a double pitch. Many of 
thorn mtUro some display of architectural 
taste. In tho other class tho houses, rec- 
tangular, have n gambrol roof, with tho 
gablo on tho street. The cornice, particu- 
larly of tho hip-roofs, in made up of n 
variety of mouldings, and sometimes witl 
modillions, but oftonor with a Hue of thin 
dentils, there not being room enough to ao- 
cent them property. Whether so ornament- 
ed or not, howovor, tho ornamentation 
around tho front door—tho frontis—is full 
and always in good tasto, uniformly show- 
ing n classic element. Whatever tho de- 
signers did in this way thoy did well, but 
their soopo was limited. 


AGREEABLE ASSOCIATIONS. 


Asido from any feeling identifying those 


old colonial houses with tho history of the 
country, wo lovo thorn because beneath the 
shadow of their gnmbrol roofs and tho noble

1'OST-REVOLUTIONART AHCITITEOTUTIE. 


After the revolution there was a wide do- 


mrturo from the old way of building, and 
ittlo or no attention was paid to architectural 
nilos and proportions. No one had tho 
moans to indulge in anything more than tho 
ilaincHt 
possible 
building, and when a 


louse was put up—a rare occurrence—it was 
milt not for show, not with reference to nn 
architectural offeot, but simply to shelter 
ho owner and his family. They aro all, 
utornally, excessively plain, and within 
hey offer but little that ia attractive. But 
hoy answered tho purpose for which thoy 
wore designed, and it was not till 183i> or 
.830 that there wan tho slightest departure 
rom this order of things in Newport. 
Then 


a Gothio cottage in tho Tudor stylo, as iu- 
orproted by a carpenter, resplendent in 
ozougo panes and machiolations, was built 
or Mrs. Jones of Georgia for a summer 
lOiue. It still stands on Bollovuo avouuo 
ipposito tho Ocean Houao. This was a 
novel innovation, a surprise to tho inhabi. 
ants, who rarely saw a now building going 
up; but though it excited their wonder and 
admiration, thoro was but ono attempt, a 
feeble one, f.o imitate it—a nmall cottage 
built on Mill Htroot, now the property of 
Miss Jane Stuart, tho nrUnt, who lives there. 


Later, when Newport began to bo more of 


n resort, and mou bought land and built 
houses—summer rofiidonccs—tho change ia 
tho stylo of building became marked, and it 


from tho old rulei of proportion or orna- 
mentation. In tho whole mngo of cotlngos 
in Newport thoro are comparatively fow 
that strictly adhoro to any loading ^tylo. 


KOTAllI.K KXAVl'LKS OF NKWrOIlT AROII1TKC- 


TUUE. 


The fine Imok Htrucluro owned by tho 


heirs of tho lato Kdward King IH the nearest 
approach to tho Italian, and may woll bo 
called a villa. 
The clmrftctortattcri of thin 


ntylo may bo HOOH in other buildings, that of 
Air. Knowor on Itollovuo nvomio, and Judge 
Dickoy'n "Klviora" on tho bflj't but .not HO 
fully or HO wull nccoutod. Tho bent oxiimplo 


of tho Tudor is seen at "Malbono," a brown 
fttono structure built by tho lato J. I'rosuot1 
Hall,nml now owned and occupied by Mityor 
Bodlow. Ita deep bnyH and ivy covered walls 
give it nioro of tho tiir of an Knylish country 
roKidenco limn any other structure that .1 
know of iu America. The roof of tho tower, 
however, pushing up through tho machiola- 
tions (resorted to probably to protect it from 
the weather), ill Accords with the rest of the 
structure. 
"L'airhiwu," of brick and brown 


stone, on Bellevuo avenue, a seMii-Gothio 
structure, owned and occupied by Mr. L. 1J. 
Morton, ia only leas imposing because tho 
eastern part iu stylo does not adhere closely 
to that of tho front. 
On tho opposite side 


of tho avonuo thoro is an Elixubethan cottage, 
built of wood aud owned by Dr. 1'almer. 
But Gothic art, whether sovoroly nicdiiuval 
or tho emasculated variety that dates from 
tho time of tho Stuarts, never takes kindly 
to that material or to anything short of brick 
or stone. 


Downing has left his impression—where 


has ho not left it ?—on two buildings hero: 
ono of stone, on tho corner of Bellovue and 
Narragansett avenues, owned by Mrs. D. 
Vf. Jlolmos, of Boston, Gothio in form, or 
at least that adaptation of Gothio which ho 
affected and tried to make popular; tho 
other a far more costly structure, of brick 
and brown stone, Italian in its traits, and 
owned by Mr, Daniel Parish. It is far 
inoro simple in its skylines than is usual in 
this stylo, but it is not without character. 
There are ninny Mansard roofs, probably 
because of tho advantage tboy offer in the 
way of excellent attic rooms, which, while 
thoy havo ft'high coiling and a floor as ample 
fl3 that in tho story below, enjoy a wider 
viow and a 
better 
circulation of 
air. 


"Chattau-f:ur-Mer,"ike house of Mr. George 
Feabody Wet more, is altogether the finest 
example. It is built of granite ashlars and 
is an extonsivo and imposing pile. Of the 
Mansards in wood I would mention that on 
tho comer of Kay and Ayranlt streets,owned 
by Mr. C. N. Beach, aud Mr. August Bol- 
mont's "Bytheses,'" on Bellevue avenue. 
There are a number of half-timbered houses. 
Altogether tho best examples aro Mr. T. F. 
Gushiug's, oil Bollovuo, now occupied by 
Mr. Bennett, and Mr. W. K. Trovers's on 
Narrngansott avenue. This modo of finish- 
ing has been freory used in connection with 
other styles, tho 
imitations 
of 
beams 


and struts offering an opportunity to add 
to 
the 
variety 
of 
lines, which 
are 


heightened and 
brought 
into 
further 


relief 
by 
resorting 
to 
parti-colors. 


It is anything but correct, though it has 
the warrant of being freely used iu JGor- 
rnany. It has been brought into notice 
through tho desire to produce an effect, and 
tho impossibility of building a real half- 
timbered house in it ciimatu liko that of 
Newport. 
Tho attempts to introduce tho 


cbalot have all been failures, because ono of 
tho marked characteristics of tho style is in 
variably lost. The chalet proper is a low 
ono-story-and-a-half structure, with a wido 
overhanging and sheltering roof, peculiarly 
adapted to a mountainous country. 
When 


it is pushed up, therefore, two full stories 
and an attic, it may havo all the other fea- 
tures of tho stylo aud yot not bo a chalet. 
O::e of tho prettiest Rnncimons hero is tho 
house of Dr. A. I*. linker on High street, 
which would appear to better advantage if 
it had boon placed in a more open position. 
Tho architecture of (ho neighborhood of 
Geneva is represented in tho residence of 
Mr. George it. Fearing, ''Tho Orchard," on 
Narraganactt avenue, tbuilt of yellow brick 
and gray stono, and a faithful renderiug of 
tho stylo carried out in nil its details. 
Fronch villa architecture is soon in Mr. 
Charles J. Peterson's houso, built of red 
brick and brown stone, and now ourichcd 
by tho ivy climbing over the external wsl!, 
oven up to tho picturesque gables. 


Of tho buildings that come under no par- 


ticular head, but which hnvo distinctive 
character enough to entitle them to notice, 
thero aro numbers. 
That of Mr. H. G. 


Mr.rquj-.nd is a good osnmnlrt : built nf stone 
in tho lower story, brick (red and black 1 
fthovn, and crowned with ft high roof aud 
picturesque gubles. Mr. T. G. Appletou's 


also of Htouo in the lower story, parts of 


tho upper work being of brick and other 
parts Blnted in fancy patterns between tho 
hnlf-limbercd work. The roof is, however, 
shingled. 
Then thoro is Mr. Fairman 


Kogcrs's, Mr. Nathan Mafthews's, General 
Pottor'n, Air, Win. W. Tucker's and those of 
many others ; but time would fail mo even 
to refer to tho noticeable structures in New- 
port, tho pretty story-nnd a-half cottages as 
well as the more protending; or in a single 
letter to outer into any details. 
Many of 


Lhera aro wanting in architectural 
effect, 


but take thorn all in all it would bo difficult 
to find another spot whoro so many that aro 
really pleasing nro brought together.

So many confused and contradictory 


morn have been circulated about that las 
fioniiUou party that I (who have heard tl 
whole story from my frinud and ueJghb 
Miss Mix) would like to give the world 
plain, unvarnished account of tho wholo fo 
tivity. 


Lot me, then, introduce my iuforuiau 


Miss SleliBsa Mix, Epiuistor,owuiug to forty 
uiodoratoly well endowed with this world 
(•oocU, housekeeper and care taker for he 
ou!y brother Ralph, some years her eonio 
both of them prominent members of 
th 


Willowbrook church—and thus heralded,8h 
shall tell you the story she told me. 


"Of courao wo can't give our minieto 


much of a salary, you know, Miss Harwood 
we've always calkiinted to get a man whoa 
heart wasn't set on frlthy lucre; as th 
Tostlo saya. 


"I must own we hain't had rnuoh success 


.for, would yo'i believe it ? out of fivo caudi 
dates that preached here the year wo buil 
the church, not one was willin' to stay am 
do the Lord's work. 


"Why, there's only about- sixty families 


in our church, and it was settled that si: 
dollars a family would bo a fair tax, uiakiu 
nigh onto four hundred a year, you see; yo 
it's wonderful what trouble we've had to gi 
a pastor. 


"Brother Ralph thought that inebbe if we 


had a parsonage it would help us : BO he 
nod the other trustees bought that uico 
little cottage where Miss Gray used to live, 
with a whole rod of land belonging to it 
but, law ! '4waii't;of no use ; none of 'em 
fitaid the year out; and I was clean dis- 
couraged. 


"When Mr. Ormsby came, nigh on threp

"Aiml Bni-py Rt.atd with mo lo clear up 


Hohio ; and I thought I never should got nil 
tho blaauita put away, for they 'most filled 
tho pantry." 


"For all tlioro had boon so man? onion, 


yot thoro WBH niloH nnd piles loft, nnd, 


second Sunday after, I started off good and 
early lor church, aud na I turned the coruer 
by tho pnrsouiigo, I 
miw Bomothing that 


'moHt took my breath ntvnj. 
Evury ono of 


thorn sharp pointed pickets rouud tho house 
and garden had a good biscuit stuck right 
atop of it! YCH, J»Iiss Harwood, jost n« fiuro 
as you live, there 
WHH Auut Butsv'n nico 


raised biscuits—I could loll hern" by tho 
shape—and Miss Hull's rusks, and 
MIK.S 


Stiles'B soda biscuit, and every one of'em 
wasted in that shameful way? 


"Well, I stood and looked—I hadn't tho 


strength to niovo—aud pretty BOOH BOUIO of 
tho ladios cauio along and jined mo ;* mid 
there we all stood till the last boll bega?a to 
ring, talkitT tho 
mtittor over, and fewliu' 


pretty mad, I can tell you. 


"Mr. Ormsby had a good sermon that 


day, but I could hardly hoar a word, my 
mind was so lull of tho biscuits. 


"Miss Orinsby woru't there, and as BOOU 


as tho last hymu wan sung, he got up aud 
said that he had bad a call from a church 
in tho fur V.'ost, nud that ho had niado up 
his mind that it was his duty to accept it.
